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INTRODUCTION 



In 1969 tho New York University Center for Eoonomio Education published a 
46-page booklet titled RESEARCH IN EOONCMIC EDUCATIONi A BIBLIOGRAPHY. The 
purpose of this booklet was to provide economists and educators with information 
on eoonomio education researoh that has been completed* is in progress, or is 
being planned. Demand for the bibliography has been heavy, and several hundred 
oopies have been distributed. 

Recently, the NYU Center formally aooepted the obligation of serving as a 
olearing house and information oenter for researoh in eoonomio education. Many 
oolleges, universities, teaohers, and doctoral candidates have already availed 
themselves of this service* A neoessary part of this funotion is to keep up to 
date on eoonomio education researoh, She original (1969) bibliography was com- 
piled by sending questionnaires to all departments of eoonomioe and all depart- 
ments of education in the nation’s oolleges and universities, to the directors of 
all Developmental Eoonomio Education Projects (DoE»E,P»), and to the directors of 
all eoonomio eduoation centers and oounoils. Listings of dootoral studies were 
examined, along with such professional journals as THE AMERICAN ECONOMIC REVIEW 
and SOCIAL EDUCATION* This initial survey was made possible by a grant from the 
Kasanjian Foundation of Wilton, Conneotiout* The same souroee were oonsulted in 
oompiling this 1970 Supplement, with the addition of lists of masters’ theses* 

This Supplement, then, inoludes studies that have been initiated sinoe the 
publication of the 1969 Bibliography as well as many that were missed previously* 

The 1969 Bibliography inoluded 606 studies* This 1970 Supplement inoludes 
246, The combined total is 861* It should be noted that a very broad definition 
of "research" ms used in oompiling these lists* The studies range from very in- 
formal projeotB (lnoluding simple faot-finding surveys) to highly struotured 
evaluations and experimental studios using the most sophisticated researoh teoh- 
nicpes and statistical analyses* No effort has been made to evaluate the projsots 
listed in these bibliographies* We have inoluded almost everything that our in- 
formants classified as researoh, If a study in any way added something to ex- 
isting knowledge of eoonomio eduoation, it was inoluded* Studies and projects 
whloh are now out of date have been inoluded beoause of their possible historical 
value* It was impossible, of oourae, for us to examine every projeot* 

Although we have a number of the projeot s on file in the NYU Center and will 
gladly make these available to interested persons, anyone desiring to examine a 
listed study should first attempt to oontaot the author or direotor of the projeot* 
Many of them can be found in DISSERTATION ABSTRACTS or in suoh professional 
journals as THE AMERICAN E00M0UIC REVIEW or the new JOURNAL OF ECONOMIC EDUCATION. 
The latter publloatlon oun be obtained from the Joint Counoil on Eoonomio Educa- 
tion, 1212 Avenue of the Amerioas, N„w York, N, Y* 10036* The JOURNAL will be a 
very valuable souroe of information on the best and most significant researoh in 
eoonomio education. Brief desoriptlons of some of the outstanding projeot s oan 
be found in Volvmo Six (1969) and Volume Seven (1670) of BOONCHIO EDUCATION EX- 
PERIENCES OF ENTERPRISING TEACHERS, publiohod by tho Joint Counoil on Eoonomio 
Eduoation and the Katanjlan Foundation* (Available from the Joint Counoil for 
$1*26 per oopy.) 

Tho largest number of studies deal with eoonomio eduoation at the seoondary 
school lsvel — 39# of the total of 661, College-level studies rank seoond, with 
37# of the total* Bight peroent are at the elementary eohool level) five peroent 
oover both elementary and seoondary levels) and three peroent inolude both 001 - 
leg* and secondary levels* The remainder have been olassified as 'tteneral or 
Miscellaneous" beoause they deal with eoonomio eduoation in general, oover more 
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than two educational levels, or do not seem to fit into one of the other categor- 
ies* It is possible that some of the studies have not been correotly olassified, 
for we were not always able to obtain sufficient information to deoide where they 
belong* 

The organisation of this Supplement follows that of the 1969 Bibliography* 
Elementary level studies are listed first (pp« 1-3)* those combining seoondary 
and elementary levels are seoond (p* 3)* secondary level studies are fourth 
(pp* 4-10)i those whioh oombine seoondary and oollege levels are fifth (p* 10)* 
oollege level is sixth (pp* ll**16)j and "General and Miscellaneous" comes last 
(pp* 16-17). The compiler will welcome any oomments or oritioisms chat users may 
have of this bibliography, and he would very much appreciate being informed of 
any other studies that ought to be inoluded in the future*

in eoonomio eduoation* There will be no oharge as long as the supply lasts* 

The oompiler deeply appreoiates tho ooopcration of the many D*E»E*P* co- 
ordinators, center and oounoil directors, professors, teaohere, graduate students, 
and others, who kindly provided information on their researoh efforts* A 
particularly valuable souroe of information was the Carnegie-Mellon University 
Workshop on Eoonomio Eduoation Research, sponsored by the Joint Counoil aud the 
Oeneral Eleotrio Corporation during the summer of 1969* Many oenter directors 
attended, and a number of important researoh projeota were planned and initiated 
during this three-week conference* Thanks to the enoonragfment of the Joint 
Counoil and to the development of suoh valuable testing instruments as the now 
Test of Understanding in Col lege Eoonomio s (published by the Psyohologioal Corp*, 
$64 ~fea at - ?
